Thanksgiving Proclamation. 


The following proclamation by his ex- 
cellency, Gov. Ames, is for a day of public 
Thanksgiving: | 

From its earliest days the common- 
wealth has set apart, at the close of the| 
harvest season, a day for its people to ac- | 
knowledge their dependence on Almighty 
God, and to express their recognition of 
his goodness and mercies. In accordance 
with this hallowed custom, and by virtue 
of the authority vested in me, with the} 
advice and consent of the executive coun- 
cil, I hereby appoint Thursday, the 28th 
day of November, to be our annual 
Thanksgiving day. Upon that day, with- 
in our homes and in all our assemblies, let 
us devoutly reverence the hand which has 
led our state and sustained our beloved in- 
stitutions, making her quick and influen- 
tial in upbuilding the larger destinies of 
the republic.

Is Quincy Well Protected? 


One of the needs of the near future, if 
not at the present time, is additional fire 
apparatus in the city of Quincy. It is too 
much to expect one steamer, even if it 
should never be disabled, to cover 9,000 
acres and protect buildings valued by the 
Assessors at nearly five million dollars. 
We should really have two 1nore steamers, 
| the three to be located as follows: one at 
Brewer's corner to protect the Soyth, West 
and Centre; and one near the corner of 
Washington and Sumner streets to protect 
the Point, South and Centre; and one on 
Beale street near the Hotel, 
to protect Wollaston, Atlantic, the Centre 
and the West. 

We know there are other needs of the 
department, such as additional fire alarm 
boxes and new hose, but before building a 
new engine house it would be well to con- 
sider if it is not desirable to purchase one 
or two steamers, as this will have a bear- 
ing on the location of the house or houses. 


Concerning Free Delivery. 


Postmaster Spear has already received 
twenty-five collection boxes and also car- 
riers’ bags and other pharapbenalia for 
the free delivery service.

Patrick McDonnell. 

One of Quincy's best known citizens, 
Mr. Patrick McDonnell, died at his  resi-| 
|dence on School street at twelve o'clock 
Monday night. He had been in failing | 
health for some months, and his death was 
not unexpected at the last. He retired from | 
active business about eight years ago, and 
| has been able to travel extensively and en- | 
joy a well-earned fortune. 

Mr. McDonnell came to this country in 
1835, and six years later found employment 
in Quincy, first in the tannery of John} 
Mulford, and afterwards as a granite} 
cutter. Later he formed a partnership with } 
Capt. Thomas Drake, and in 1857 started 
in business for himself. He continued | 
successful and built up one of the largest | 
granite establishments in the city, and 
which is now carried on by his sons under 
the name of McDonnell & Sons. 

} Mr. McDonnell was married in 1843 to 
Miss Mary Hughes, an old schoolmate, who 
with seven sons and daughters survive him. 

He was a devout Catholic, and one of 
the pillars of the St. John’s church.
